Just in Time to Prevent Strike Break- 
er Shooting an Assailant. 


The sudden appearance of a priest on a 
truck which was the battlefield of a strik- 
er and strikebreaker saved the striker 
from being shot by his opponent early last 
night. The strikebreaker had pointed a 
revolver at his opponent, but the priest's 
order, ‘‘ Don’t shoot!’’ caused the strike- 
breaker, Frank Boedge, 21 years old, of 
851 First Avenue, to raise the revolver as 
his finger was pressing on the trigger, 
and the bullet went harmlessly into the 
air. 

Then he turned to the priest, Father Jo- 
seph Splain of St. Ignatius Loyola Church, 
Park Avenue and Eighty-fourth Street, 
and said:

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Senator Pen- 
rose, Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, to-day called at the White House 
and told the President that a vote would 
be reached on reciprocity about July 16, 
and that the measure would be passed 
by a safe majority without the Root 
amendment.

It means 
that the supporters of the agreement are 
so sure of their strength that they will 
for the most part refuse to delay pro- 
ceedings by extended speeches. There are 
about thirty Senators who expect to as- 
sail the bill at length, and they will take 
up most of the time.

A tornado-like windstorm, carrying with 
it big flakes snow, swept the city 
shortly after o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. "he appearance of the snow was 
the most freakish feature of the storm. 
The flakes for a time feli copiously about 
the Times Building, swirling about its 
upper stories and making some of the 
people therein wonder if they had not put 
away their ulsters too soon. But by the 
time they reached the pavement the 
flakes had become plain water in the 
warmer atmosphere. 

Forecaster Scarr said he had no record 
of snow falling, and seemed surprised 
when was told that the flakes had 
been uptown. The storm lasted 
barely an hour, in which time only .02 
inches of rain fell. 

The storm came with little warning, and 
out of the northwest the wind for five 
minutes was seventy-two miles an hour, 
equalling the record for June.

CREWS GO TO THE RESCUE 





The Vagrant, Cut Loose from ’Varsity 
Craft, Sets Fire to a Pier, 
Then Sinks.

RED TOP, Conn., June 16.—There 
more excitement at the Red Top, the 
Harvard crew’s training quarters, at 2 
o’clock this afternoon than has been seen 
in the camp for a long time. Something 
went wrong with Harold Vanderbilt’s 
speed launch Vagrant, which was moored 
alongside the launch John Harvard, when 
young Vanderbilt attempted to start the 
engine, and in an instant there was a 
flame fully ten feet high and as wide 
enveloping the mahogany craft. Vander- 
bilt made a leap for the deck of the 
John Harvard, but he was not quick 
enough to escape the blazing gasoline 
and was badly scorched about the head, 
his hair disappearing from the left side 
as if shorn with a razor. Oil was ap- 
plied to his burns by Dr. W. E. Ladd, the 
Harvard crew physician. 

Engineer Freeman Moshier whistled five 
blasts, the marine distress signal, on the 
John Harvard's shrill siren. and all hands 


was 


dropped their oars and immediately forrmed 


a bucket brigade and rushed down the 
wharf to battle with the flames, which 
were fast eating their way through the 
Vagrant’s bow. Their efforts were in 
vain, and Vanderbilt, realizing that there 
was a quantity of gasoline aboard the 
burning launch, cautioned the volunteer 
firemen that they were risking their lives 
in attempting to save the boat. 

Some of the oarsmen, however, crawled 
over the Harvard launch and cut the 
Vagrant’s lines, and she slowly drifted 
downstream. Then there was more trou- 
ble. The Vagrant bumped into the small 
Government pier a hundred feet south of 
Harvard’s boathouse, and that structure 
was set afire. A boat with some of the 
fire-fighting oarsmen aboard was launched 
post haste, and with buckets on board 
they were rowed to the new scene of ac- 
tion at a 46 stroke without catching a sol- 
jtury crab. 

The bow of the Vagrant was now prac- 
ticaly consume above the water line and 
was slowly sinking by the head. W hile 
some of the oarsmen were dashing water 
on the burning boat and pier others were 
busy lassoing the stern of the launch, 
and when a hitch had been -made she was 
towed toward shore, where she made & 
dive and sunk. Wreck Scott of New 
London will probably raise the sunken 
craft to»morrow and take her to New 
London for repairs. ; 

Young Vanderbilt arrived in New Lon- 
don on his racing yacht Vagrant this 
morning and went up to Red Top in the 
tender of the satne name, accompanied 
by “Dill” Starr, the crack quarter back 
of last vear’s ’Varsity football squad. 

Roger W, Cutter, Crptain of Harvard's 
‘Varsity eight, and Oliver Iselin, manager 
of the Crimson rowing squad, had been 
aboard the launch, guests of her owner, 
put a few seconds before the disaster, 
and were walking up the wharf when the 
flare-up took place. Young Vanderbilt 
was able to ge_aboard the coaching 
launch with Jim Wray this evening, but 
complained of a severe burning sensation 
where he was scorched. 

Some of the partly burned life preserv- 
ers rescued from the Vagrant by the fire- 
men were on exhibition at Red Top to- 
night. Yacht Captains, and mariners in 
general about the quarters declared the 
preservers were not made of material that 
conformed to the maritime laws. Wood 
that whittled freely, and not cork, with 
a tar-like covering, encased in canvas, 
was the material in the preservers, and 
the following was stenciled plainly on the 
face of them:

FOR TAKING McNAMARA 


Four Men May Be Indicted on Kid- 
napping Charge. 


Special to The New York Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 16.—The 
report of the Grand Jury on the kidnap- 
ping and dynamite charges referred to it 
on April 24, is expected to be submitted 
to Judge Joseph T. Markey of the Crimi- 
nal Court to-morrow. It is regarded as a 
certainty that the jury will return in- 
dictments, charging kidnapping against 
four men for the part they played in get- 
ting John J. McNamara, Secretary Treas- 
urer of the International Association . of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workeérs, out 
of this State, to Los Angeles, Cal., where 
he is now in a cell awaiting trial for com- 
picity in the dynamiting of the Los 
Angeles Times Building, in which twenty 
lives were lost. 

The kidnapping cases are said to rest 
on the questién of whether false represen- 
tations were made to obtain the requisi- 
tion for McNamara and whether every op- 
portunity for him to protect himself in 
Indianapolis was taken from him. While 
many local persons who are known to 
have been interested in, an official 
capacity in the case have been before 
the Grand Jury, there is little, ff any, 
rumor that indictments will be returned 
against them. 

Rumors concerning what the Grand 
Jury may do in the dynamiting case were 
not so clear. Many say they will not be 
surprised should an_ Indictment be re- 
turned against John McNamara, but if 
one is the charge is not expected to be 
more serious than that of having large 
quantities of dynamite in his possession 
contrary to the laws. From the state- 
ments of many of the witnesses who were 
called before the Grand Jury when it 
was supposed to be investigating McNa- 
mara’s actions and alleged connection with 
the dynamite plots it is belfeved that 
no evidence was obtained which in any 
way connects him with any explosions,

Henry T. Oxnard Tells How 
Agreement Between Great Con- 
cerns Suddenly Terminated.

Oxnards Got it on $200,000 Plant— 
Property of $20,000,000 Beet Concern 
Worth $12,000,000, Says Witness.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Henry T. 
Oxnard, Vice President of the American 
Beet Sugar Company, the pioneer beet 
sugur manufacturer-ef the United States, 
was the all-day witness in the Sugar 
Trust investigation to-day. His etory 
was charmingly told, and contained much 
information about the rivalry of beet and 
cane sugur men. 

He told how the four brothers who had 
Biarted a sugar refinery in Brooklyn 
thirty-five years ago sold out their plant 
worth $200,000 to the first trust in 1887 
for 750,000, how they entered the beet 
sugar field, and at one time controlled a 
$20,000,000 corporation. He also admitted 
a former selling agreement with the 
Havemever concern, which was suddenly 
dropped because Wayne MacVeagh. ad- 
vised that it would lead to the peniten- 
tiary. He said that there was now no 
contract or gentleman’s agreement or any 
secret understanding between the beet 
sugar men and the American Sugar Re- 
fining ~ompany. 

Mr. Oxnard was questioned as to con- 
trol of the American Beet Sugar Com- 
pany. that he and his brothers 
at one had owned 6 per cent. of 
the stock in the twenty-million-dollar 
eoncern, but now he and his brothers, 
Benjamin, and James G., owned 
1,000 shares of preferred and 
shares of common stock.

SECRECY AS TO VOUCHER. 


State Department Official Told Not to 
Say Much About It.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The Hamlin 
Committee, which is inquiring into the 
disappearance of the voucher for the 
payment of the artist who painted the 
portrait of former Secretary Day for the 
State Department and incidentally, also, 
the disappearance of $1,600 which was 
drawn on the same voucher, had Wilbur 
J. Carr, former Chief Clerk, and Thomas 
Morrison, Chief of the Bureau of Ac- 
counts, before them to-day to add to the 
testimony of Secretary Knox, given on 
Wednesday, in regard to the finding of 
the mysterious voucher. 

Chairman Hamlin asked Mr. Morrison 
if he had made any further attempt since 
his examination a few days ago to dis- 
cover how the long missing voucher came 
to be crumpled up on the floor of his 
office.

Treasury Department Explains How | 


Some of Them Have Become Known. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 16.—Formal open- 
ing of bids for the $50,000,000 issue of 
new 3 per cent. Panama Canal bonds will 
take place at the Treasury Department 
to-morrow aiternoon at 4 o'clock. The 
bids are so numerous that it is doubtful 


whether any statement of the result will | 
be possible to-morrow evening, except in | 


a general way. The Department expects 
the issue to be greatly over-subscribed. 
There have been reports here for the 
last day or two to the effect that some 
of the bids for these bonds had been 
opened by the Treasury officials with- 


out waiting for the advertised time. These 


led to the issuance of a statement at the 
Department this afternoon showing just 
what had occurred. It calls attention to 
the fact that the Deparment circular an- 
nouncing the issue of these bonds dis- 
tinctly warned all intending bidders to 
mark the envelopes in which they sub- 
mitted their bids plainly on the outside, 
with some reference to the fact that they 
contained bids. The suggested formula 
was ‘“ Bids for Panama bonds.”’ 
Despite that warning, many bids have 
been received in envelopes which bore no 
mark whatever on the outside. In such 
cases the envelopes were opened by rou. 
tine. Such bids were examined, and in 
some instances they were found to be de- 
fective chiefly because of informalities, 
The Department has returned some ta 
bidders with suggestions as to how their 
defects could be remedied. The statement 
takes it for granted that this action of 
the Department was the foundation for 
the report that bids had been opehed 
ahead of time. It has happened at every 
recent sale of Government bonds. 


WILLIAMS WANTS FACTS. 


Will Welcome a House Investigation 
of Ellis Island Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Conditions at 
the Ellis Island Immigration Station will 


be the subject of a hearing before the 
House Committee on Rules July 10, when 
the Sulzer resolution proposing an inves- 
tigation will be taken up for considera- 
tion. Secretary Nagel of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, William Will- 
iams, Commissioner of Immigration at 
New York, and Chairman Burnett of the 
House Committee on Immigration have 
been invited to be present. 

Representative Henry of Texas, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Rules, to-day 
received a letter from Commissioner Will- 
iams, expressing the hope that the Sulzer 
resolution would be adopted and an in- 
vestigation had, which, he says, would 
demonstrate that the allegations made 
with respect to the conduct of immigra- 
tion matters at the Port of New York 
were absolutely unfounded.

Suggested by Interborough Law- 
yer to City Official, Whose 
Reply Will Be Negative. 








MORE TRIBOROUGH TALK 





Gaynor and Willcox Understood to 
Have Said it’s the. Best Way Out— 
Official Conference Set for To-day. 





The members of the Board of Estimate, 
as a committee of the whole, will meet 
this morning to consider the McAneny 
Subway report. It is probable that the 
various proposed amendments to the re- 
port will be thrashed out at that time. 

It became known yesterday that a 
Prominent city official had been ap- 
proached within the last few days by an 
attorney and former Judge, who since his 
retirement from the bench has established 
Interborough affiliations, with a sugges- 
tion that if the city built the Triborough, 
as a result either of the rejection of the 
McAneny report in the Board of Estimate 
or of the refusal of the rival bidders to 
accept the terms cffered, to get up a 
company on the basis of popular sub- 
scription and make a bid for the opera- 
tion of the new system. The city official 
remained non-committal, and the result 
was the unfolding of a plan which the 
attorney said he had himself incorporated 
irto the railroad law by an amendment 
passed by the Legislature in. 1875. 

This plan was for a general popular 
subscription to the stock of a corpora- 
tion, the size of subscriptions being 
limited, and the effort being to get as 
many bids of less than $500 as possible. 
A further feature was to have @ repre- 
sentation of city officials on the board 
of such a company, to give a tinge of 
official approval to its acts, and ostensibly 
to Insure that the city’ got a square deal 
in its relations with the corporation. To 
this extent the idea was commended 
to the city official, with a suggestion 
th&t he might become the father of such 
a plan in case the McAneny report was 
turned down, or the rival companies re- 
fused to accept the conditions imposed. 

The city official has not made his reply 
as yet, but when the time comes for him 
to do so, he is prepared to reject the sug- 
gestion on the ground; first, that he Is 
not pleased with its origin; second, that 
he has no confidence that actual popular 
control would follow the popular sub- 
scriptions to the stock, and third, that 
the intermixture of city officials with 
officials elected by the stockholders in 
the management of a corporation doing 
business with the city, is open to nearly 
the dangers and objections that lie in 
operation, coupled with none 


In greater detail, the reply will be that 
the experience of any large corporation 
the stock of which is widely distributed, 
demonstrates that a small concentrated 
interest behind the management in power 
will control its affairs, and that the city 
had better be in the position of knowing 
definitely the interests it is dealing with 
in traction matters, than to be dealing 
with one or the other of such interests 
concealed by a screen of popular sub- 
scriptions. As to the proposed participa- 
tion of city officials in the management 
of sucl ompany, the history of Govern- 
in the old Union Pacific 
Company will be suggested as a sufficient 
indication of the impossibility of the ar- 
rangement.

t the Interborough, in the event that 

} citv built the Triborough, would be 
prepared to bid directly for its operation 
in connection with the present Subway. 
In the later stages of the negotiations 
with the city’s conferrees, after the refus- 
al of the Interborough to meet the city’s 
terms, the Interborough’s negotiators sug- 
gested that if it built the Triborough and 
had oceasion to consider bids on its oper- 
ation, might hear further from the Inter- 
borough. Comparatively little was thought 
of the suggestion at the time, but since 
the subway situation took on its present 
phase, a certain significance has been at- 
tributed to it.

CONSERVATION BILL’S TERMS. 


Does Away with Present State High- 
way Commission. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 16.—Senator Wagner to- 
night made public the provisions of the 
State Conservation bill as amended by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. It is 
said to meet the views of Gov. Dix. The 
bill would abolish a Highway Commission 
of three members with regular terms of 
six years each, one expiring every two 
years, for a_ single-headed commission 
with the State Engineer and the State 
Superintendent of Public Works as ad- 
visory members the Governor having 


power to dismiss at pleasure two mem- 
bers of the commission. The new Com- 
missioners, however, would have a term 
of six years,:a new member being ap- 
pointed every two years. 

The Conservation Commission will suc- 
ceed the Forest, Fish and Game Commis- 
sion, the State Water Supply Commission, 
the Forest Purchasing Board, and the 
Commissioners of Water Power on the 
Black River. Persorfs engaged in lum- 
bering in any forest preserve county, or 
in any enterprise in which hydraulic 
power is used or water distributed under 
public franchises, or stockholders of cor- 
porations engaged in such business are 
not eligible for the place of Commissioner. 

It is expected that the Wagner bill will 
be passed by the Senate next week. 


SIGNS THREE-PLATOON BILL. 


Effective In Police Departments With. 
in Thirty Days. 


ALBANY, June 16.—The Jackson ill, 
providing for a three-platoon system for 
cities of the first and seccnd class, was 
signed by Gov. Dix to-day. Buffalo and 
Reehester are exempt frcm the provisions 
of the law because a similar system is 
now in effect in thoso cities. 

The new law, which becomes operative 
within thirty. days, provides that Ser- 
geants, Roundsmen, and patrolmen shal! 
be divided into three platoons, and no 
tour of duty shall exceed eight hours of 
each consecutive twerty-four nours, and 
not more than eight hours of reserve duty 
in each consecutive seventy-two hours. 
Exceptions are made ir case of an emer- 
gency, such as a strike, riot, or confla- 
gration. 
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REHEARING ON ’PHONE RATES 


Company Asks for Changes in Public 
Service Board’s Order. 


ALBANY, June 16.—Indicating accept- 
ance of the order made by the Public 
Service Commission, Sec®nd District, re- 
ducing telephone rates in New York, the 
New York Telephone Company has ap- 
plied to the commission for a modification 
of the provisions of the order mede on 
June 1. 

The modifications asked for are: 

1. That said order be modified so that It 
shall define the territory known as Zone I. 
as that portion of Manhattan south of 
West 110th Street and south of East 103d 
Street, instead of ‘‘ that portion of Man- 
hattan below 110th Street.”’ 

» That said order be modified so that 
Subdivision A of Paragraph 1 shall read as 
follows: 

a. The Borough of Brooklyn, except that 
portion thereof embracer by the central sta- 
tion districts known as Bath Beach, Coney 
Island, East New York, Flatbush, and Bay 
Lidge. 

And that Subdivision A of Paragraph 2 
be modified so that it shall read: 

a. For telephonic service between Zone I. 
to Brooklyn, except that thereof 
embraced by the central districts 
known as Bath Beach, East 
New York, Flatbush, the 
sum of 5 cents. 

3. That said order be modified so that it 
shall provide that the rates and charges 
fixed and determined by the commission 
as prescribed in Paragraph 2 of said or- 
der shall apply only to toll messages orig- 
inating at subscribers’ stations, and not to 
toll messages originating at public pay sta- 
tions.

from July 1, instead of on Aug. 1.

Scanion Avers His Commander 
Threatened to Force Him Out. 





A special inspection of Company IE of 
the Sixty-ninth Regiment, N. G. N. Y., 
was held at the armory,. Twenty-sixth 
Street and Lexington Avenue, last night 
at the request of Col. Louis D. Conley, 
the commanding officer, by Major Arthur 
West Little, Inspector on the gtaff of 
Brig. Gen, George Moore Smith, to ascer- 
tain whether Capt. John J. Scanlon, com- 


mander of the company, was inefficient 
in drill and discipline. i 

Owing to the interest that had been 
aroused over the recent election of Pri- 
vate Edward G. Hagan, son of the Tam- 
many district leader, to be Second Lieu- 
tenant, and the defeat of Sergt. Herbert, 
the candidate selected by Col, Conley, 
there were between 400 and 500 members 
of the regiment in the big drill hall when 
Company E marched in wearing field uni- 
form and equipment. Then paraded six- 
ty-eight privates and non-commissioned 
officers, with Capt. Scanlon and First 
Lieut. William E. Morris at their head. 
Hagan was in the ranks as a private. 
Capt. John Phelan, Adjutant of the regi- 
ment, represented Col. Conley. 4 

After the inspection Col. Conley went 
With Capt. Scanlon and Lieut. Morris to 
the company room, wnere he addressed 
the men behind closed doors for twenty 
minutes. On coming out he told the re- 
porters that he had informed the men 
that they had done well in turning out in 
such numbers, and had gone through the 
drill well. He had no intention of dis- 
banding the company, he said. 

Afterward Capt. Scanlon, in the pres- 
ence of Private Hagan and other members 
of the company, told reporters that Col. 
Conley had said to him in front of the 
company: ‘‘ Capt. Scanlon, I am going to 
ask to have you summoned before a board 
of examination and I intend to force you 
out of the regiment, if it costs every cent 
I have. You have acted dishonorably to- 
ward me in not informing me the night 
before election for Second Lieutenant 
that there was no chance for my candi- 
date, Sergt. Herbert, so that I could have 
called the election off.’’ 

“Are you going to contest the attemps 
to remove you from the regiment?” 
Capt. Scanlon was asked. 

“YT have been fighting ever since I 
joined the Sixty-ninth,’’ he replied, ‘‘ and 
I have been too long at it to stop now.” 

The men of Company E were carefully 
inspected by Major Little, and the roll 
was called three times, to see that there 
were no substitutes present. 

For ninety minutes the company went 
through formations, marching in line, in 
fours, platoons, and squads. Then there 
was a firing drill by the company. Except 
for being occasionally out of step and a 
little slow in wheeling in platoon work, the 
men went through their drill well, and 
were vigorously applauded by their com- 
rades in the gallery and on the floor of 
the hall. 

It was noticeable that during the firing 
Major Little called a halt and spoke to 
two of the men regarding their rifle drill. 
One of the men said afterward that these 
two members of the company were unable 
to open or close the breeches of their 
rifles. Major Little requested Capt. 
Scanion to take a rifle and show how’ it 
should be done. The Captain took the 
gun and stood motionless with it, his 
hand apparentiy too nervous to carry 
out the order. ’ 

The Inspector's report will not be made 
known by Brig. Gen. Smith for probably 
two or three months. 

Tercy Nagle, a junior Lieutenant in the 
regiment, was present in mufti. Col. 
Corley asserts that Nagle has tried to 
bring politics into the regiment, ond this 
is the cause of the present trouble. He 
had made no charges against Capt. Scean- 
lon persecnally, Col. Conley said last night, 
but as commanding officer it was his duty 
io report that Company E, as fine a l-ody 
of men as any in the regiment, -vas 1 ot 
uv to the efficiency standard in drill er 
discipline, 

Private Hagan would only say that the 
nomination for Second Lieutenant had 
been offered to him by Sergt. Keegan, the 
men's choice, who didn’t want it, ‘and l 
am proud of the honor conferred upon 
me,’ added Hagan. 

‘Did you receive a military training be- 
fore joining the regiment a few weeks 
ago?’*’ he was asked. 

‘“Yes,’’ replied Hagan with a smile. 
‘For two years I was Captain of the 
Amsterdam Guard organized by my 
father, until the politicians came and took 
the guard away.” 
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Lamb Suspects He Is Behind 
Application for Pyromaniac. 


Special to The New York Times, 
FISHKILL LANDING, N. Y., June 16. 
—District Attornex De Witt of Queens 
County has received a letter from Dr. 


Robert E. Lamb. S1perintendent of the 
Matteawan State Hospital for the Insane, 
relative to Robert A. Knudtsen, a young 
patient at the hospital, whosé mother 
had interested the District Attorney in 
his case, in an effort to obtain his re- 
lease. Knudtsen was sent to Matteawan 
after being indicted for arson in Queens 
County. The boy had a desire to see the 
fire engines come out, and he started 
several fires. He was finally detected, 
and his arrest, indictment, and commit- 
ment to Matteawan followed. 

The boy has been in Matteawan for 
three years and a half. Recently his 
mother went to District Attorney De 
Witt and presented the case to him, 
saving that she was anxious to have her 
son restored to her. The District At- 
torney said that if the Matteawan au- 
thorities would be willing to release 
young Knudtsen he would see that the 
indictment against him was quashed. Mr. 
De Witt wrote a letter to Dr. Lamb in- 
quiring about the boy’s condition. Dr. 
Lamb’s reply shows that he _ suspects 
Harry K. Thaw of being back of the 
case. Dr. Lamb's letter says: 

The boy is somewhat defective naturally, 
and his moral balance is decidedly below 
that of the average for one of his years. 
He has recently come in contact with Harry 
Thaw, and, I take it, that this application 
for his release is under Thaw’s advice. 
Having in mind ‘the nature of his history, 
the staff here are of the unanimous opinion 
that his discharge is not. now warranted. 

It is stated that Thaw had no connec- 
tion with the move for Knudtsen’s re- 
lease, the steps being taken solely by the 
boy’s mother, Mrs. Isabelle Knudtsen, 
who lives at Ozone Park, Queens. 

Dr. Lamb will be called as a witness 
to-morrow in the case of James De An- 
gelié,who is trying to obtain his release 
from Matteawan on a writ of habeas 
corpus. At the last hearing in the case 
Dr. Amos T. Baker, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital, said that Dr. 
Lamb had placed his initials, with the 
superscription “ J. S. C.,’’ meaning Justice 
Supreme Court, on a formal application 
served on the Superintendent by De An- 
gelis demanding a copy of the _ original 
commitment in his case. Dr. Lamb is 
said to have returned the document de- 
manding the commitment to De Angelis 
with the words, ‘‘ Application denied. R. 
B. L., J. S. C.,’? at the bottom of it. 

Justice Tompkins has summoned Dr. 
Lamb to appear in the Supreme Court at 
Newburg and tell why he did this, and to 
produce the document, which Dr. Baker 
said was still in the possession of Dr. 
Lamb. Norman A. Lees, who has been 
active in reeent incidents connected with 
the hospital, said to-day that he had 
learned that Dr. Lamb had burned the 
document. A law provides that any hos- 
pital Superintendent must produce @ copy 
of the commitment of any patient on the 
demand of such patient under penalty of 
$200 fine if it is not produced. Lees has 
employed an—attorney to appear for De 
Angelis to-morrow. 

It is said that the relations between 
Dr. Lamb and Dr. Baker have become 
greatly strained because of this matter, 
though Dr. Lamb ‘says thesinitials were 
only put on the application @s a joke.

Residents of First Avenue, in the vicin- 
iiy ef 100th Street, hastened indoors last 
night and took care not to sit too near a 
windcw when they saw several small 
groups of men and boys begin to congre- 
gate around the corner until there were 
nearly 100 there. Neizhborhood folk rec- 
ognized the men as members of the Car 
Barn Gang, which holds sway in East 
Harlem and which, since the recent arrest 
of scme of its leaders, has been disorgan- 
ized. There have been several fights be- 
tween rival leaders and their partisans, 
and those who saw the gathering last 
night knew that a fight was certain to 
result, 

There was a conference between the 
two bands into which the crowd divided, 
and then the men separated to opposite 
sides of the street. There was no po- 
liceman in sight, and presently rocks 
were flying through the air. The lead- 
ers, like Generals commanding their 
forces, stood apart, apparently directing 
the fight. ay 

The row was at its height when a First 
Avenue open trolley car came along, the 
motorman clanging his gong in a forlorn 
hope that the gangsters might cease their 
rock throwing till his car had passed, and 
then, seeing that they paid no attention, 
put on speed to dash through the fight 
zone as quickly as possible. On the rear 
seat of the car sat Morris Canfield of 478 
East Eighty-fifth Street. Like other pas- 
sengers he gazed at the fighting men. 

Suddenly @ woman on the car screamed. 
One of the Jeaders had drawn a revolver 
from his pocket. Instantly his rival across 
the street drew a pistol and began firing. 
The first man returned the shots, each 
man shooting as rapidly apparently as he 
could pull the trigger. The passengers 
ducked down trying to shield themselves 
between the seats, and the car was almost 
by when Canfield uttered a cry and fell 
senseless from his seat to the rear plat- 
form with a bullet in his head. 

Women in the car, already terrified, be- 
came panicstricken. Men, too, Seemed 
not to know what to do. Conductor 
Michael Culhane alone kept his head. 
He signaled his motorman to stop the 
car and, springing from it, ran to a store, 
regardless of the fighting gangs. There 
he: telephoned to the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital and also to Police Headquarters, 
asking that the reserves be sent. 

The gangsters seemed to learn instantly 
that one of their bullets had struck a 
stranger, for the firing .ceased and the 
men scattered quickly into the doorways 
of near-by tenements. When the patrol 
wagon from the East 104th Street Station, 
filled with policemen, drew up, there was 
not a gangster to be seen. 

Dr. Devan came from the Presbyterian 
Hospital and put Canfield in the am- 
bulance. He said that the man’s wound 
was a dangerous one and that he prob- 
ably would die. He was hurried to the 


hospital, in the hope that a speedy oper- 
ation might save his life. 


Detectives from the East 104th Street | 


Station were hurried to the district, and, 
with the reserves, started a house-to- 
heuse search for the men who had done 
the firing. The detectives declared that 
they knew the rivals for leadership, the 
men they suspect of having done the 
shooting, and declared that they would 
arrest both before morning.

Dismissal 








of Foreman Cabinetmaker

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court handed down a decision yesterday 
reversing Justice Gerard’s ruling that 
Thomas J. Sullivan, a foreman cabinet- 
maker, dismissed by Borough President 
McAneny, was entitled to a writ of man- 
damus restoring him to work and salary.

Head of Court House Board Expects 
That City’s Officials Will Soon Act 
Promptly to Select a Site. 





The action of the Senate in hurrying 
through the Stilwell Court House bill, 
which, if concurred in by the Assembly 
and approved by the Mayor and the 
Governor, may mean the erection of the 
proposed new Court House in City Hall 
Park, aroused a storm of protest here 
yesterday. <As the bill directs that the 
Board of Estimate approve any site the 
Court House Board selects, and, if such 
approval is withheld for four months, 
directs the Court House Board to have 
plans drawn for a building in City Hall 
Park, thereby confirming the City Hall 
Park site, the measure was condemned 
as being a violation of home rule. 

Ex-Judge Morgan J, O'Brien, Chairman 
of the Court House Board, refused yes- 
terday to accept any responsibility what- 
ever either for the bill or for the man- 
ner in which it was rushed to its pas- 
sage. Judge O’Brien said he knew nvth- 
antecedents of 
the bill, who were behind it. or anything 
else abvut it. Evidently nelther he nor 
any of his associates on the Court House 
Board had been consulted. 

Judge O’Brien said first of all, however, 
that he had never in his life preferred a 
City Hall site. 

“What we have wanted,” sald he, “is 
a Court House. The present building is 
a disgrace, and offers a menace to the 
health of all the Justices who sit in it. 
It is dark and badly ventilated, and when 
the windows are raised there is either 
such draught that every one in the 
courtroom takes a cold, or the noise 
from the outside is so great that conduct 
of business is Imposstble.

Samuel H. Ordway, the lawyer, who 
Was appointed a Commissioner by ex-Gov. 
Hughes to investigate the charges against 
Lawrence Gresser, President of the Bor- 
ough of Queens, recommended to Gov. 
Dix yesterday that Mr. Gresser be re 
moved from office. In his report, which 
covers 150 typewritten pages, Mr. Ord- 
way finds that many of the charges made 
@gainst Mr. Gresser by Charles Pope 
Caldwell and others, and by the Progress 
Society of the Rockaways, are not”sus- 
taimed, but that certain other charges 
“which show that Mr. Gresser has been 
inefficient and incompetent and neglect- 
ful of his duty,’’ are sustained. None of 
the charges, says the Commissioner, estab- 
lishes corruption or dishonesty on the 
part of Mr. Gresser personally. 

It was the general opinion yesterday 
among city politicians, Democratic and 
Republican alike, that Gov. Dix would 
mot act upon the recommendation of Com- 
missioner Ordway and remove Mr. 
Gresser. In fact, it was freely prop yhesied 
that the Governor would allow Mr. 
Gresser to serve: out his term of office 
The important fact that Mayor Gaynor 
has already given President Gresser a 
clean bill of health, so far as his adminis- 
tration is concerned, was looked upon by 
many as equivalent to a guarantee that 
he will not be disturbed. Mayor Gaynor 
appeared at the Ordway examination and 
testifiect favorably to. Mr. Gresser, as 
did also Controller Prendergast. An in- 
dictment was filed against Gresser by the 
Queens Courty Grand Jury, but it was 
dismissed.

This is a summary of Mr. Ordway’s re- 
port:

Mr. Gresser personally. The following 
disposition is made of the principal 
charges: 

The charge that Mr. Gresser instruct- 
ed Nelson, Burke, and Johnson to levy 
an assessment upon the horough em- 
ployes to defray the expenses of his 
campaign and received the proceeds 
thereof ang made a false revort of his 
campaign receipts and expenses is not 
sustained, although the (Commissioner 
finds tnat Mr. Gresser knew of and 
permitted, and to that extent was a 
party to, the levying and collectin Pa of 
campaign contributions. ’ 

The general charge that Mr. Gresser 
has been negligent in failing to provide 
sufficient sewers for the Borough of 
Queens is not sustained, but the Com- 
missioner finds that his administration 
of the matter of the’ Irgleside sewer 
has been neither businesslike nor eftfi- 
cient. 

The charge that Mr. Gresser received 
from Nelson and retained for his own 
use the Inspectors’ fees paid by Car- 
berrv and Dornbach for the inspection 
of the Madison Street ecewer is not 
sustained. 

The charge that Mr. Gresser failed to 
enforce compliance with the specifica- 
tions to the contract for the resurfac- 
ing of Thompson Avenue and the Hoff- 
man Boulevard and that he failed to 
protect the interests of the city in that 
matter is sustained, and the Commis- 
sioner finds that Mr. Gresser was 
grossly negligent, incompetent, and in- 
efficient in accepting the work and 
certifying it for firal payment. 

The charge that Mr. Gresser has neg- 
lected to keep the highways generally 
in proper repair is not sustained as a 
whole, although the Commissioner finds 
that in certain particulars specified in 
the report he has been neglectful and 
inefficient in his care of the highways 

The charge that Mr. Gresser was a 
party to the frauds in connection with 
the repairS’ made upon a number of 
different culverts in the Summer of 
1909 is not sustained. 

Most of the specifications under the 
' Charge that Mr. Gresser has permitted 
the falsifying of exp nse accounts and

Sined, especially in the matter of the 
mMineteen foremen and assistant fore- 
men who were removed as unnecessary 
fin August, 1910, but who had been em- 
ployed under Mr. Gresser for two years 
previous to that date, although Mr. 
Gresser admitted that their services 
ad at all times been unnecessary, and 
hat better work was done without 
them. In connection with this charge 
the Commissioner finds, in the specific 
matter of the dummy or ‘‘tin’’ horses 
and carts, that Mr. Gresser was not a 
party to this fraud and knew nothing 
about it, but at the sarne time cannot 
be entirely acquitted of inefficiency 
and negligence in the matter, since he 
ought to have seen to it that a system 
of administration was adopted which 
would have made impossible such 
frauds, at least to the extent proved in 
this case.

Buildings Berger, 
and ‘the retention in office of Nelson, 
Btrkhard, James H. Johnson, Geron- 

“imo, Mealy, ‘Hippie, Frank Burke, 
and others, was unjustifiable and fully 
sustains this charge. The Commis- 
sioner regards this as one of the most 
serious charges against Mr. ‘Gresser, 
since it is at the. foundation of practi- 
cally all of the maladministration, 
fraud, and corruptiou which has ior so 
long existed under Mr. Gresser’s ad- 
ministration of the borough. 

In many of. the cases where the 
charges as made are not sustained, the 
Commissioner finds that the frauds 
.or. maladministration which were the 
foundation of the charge did in fact 
oecur, although Mr. Gresser was not a 
party to or cognizant of them; but he 
also finds that in practically none of 
these cases has Mr. Gresser taken any 
steps to investigate them or to fix 
the respansibility. for them or to pun- 
ish the parties .responsible for them, 
and he finds that thisinertnessand neg- 
lect of his plain duty on the part of 
Mr. Gressef has ‘been largely respon- 
Sible for the long-continued miscon- 
duct, fraud, and corruption in the 
Borough ef Queens, 


Admits Task Was Difficult. 


As a conclusion from his findings, 
the Commissioner recommends that 
Mr. Gresser be removed from his office 
of Borough President on the ground 
that he ‘has been inefficient and in- 


competent and has neglected his duty 
to such an extent as to show his un- 
fitness for the office. The -Commis- 
sioner admits that Mr. Gresser has had 
a very difficult task, that he found the 
administration of the borough in a 
rotten condition, and that the reputa- 
tion of the administration of the bor- 
ough for many years has been such as 
to make it not only difficult to get 
good men to take office, but has -cre- 
ated an atmosphere which made it 
difficult to obtain good public service 
from any one 

The Commissioner finds that. there 
has been a marked and very substan- 
tial improvement in the administration 
of the Borough of Queens since about 
the ist of June, 1910; that beginning 
in February, 1910, and for _ several 
months. thereafter Mr. Gresser gradual- 
ly got rid of most of his incompetent 
and corrupt subordinates, and-replaced 
them with men of much higher char- 
acter and much greater ability, and 
that various. reforms were also _insti- 
tuted tending to’ make impossible the 
re: urrence of niich of the fraud and 
misconduct which had*continued up to 
that time. But the Commissioner finds 
that this action upon Mr. Gresser'’s 
part was. taken das the result of the 
active interest taken by Mayor Gaynor 
in the government of the Borough of 
Queens, and in his insistence, begin- 
ning as soon as he took office in Janu- 
ary, 1910, that Mr. Gresser should 
clean house, accompanied by the

June 16.-Startling 
changes in the condition of Mrs. Ole Bull, 
following the supposed administration of 
certain East Indian medicines within a 
few months of her death, were described 
on the: witness stand to-day by. Miss 
Frances ‘Kelley of Cambridge, a former 
Bull home. Her. testimony 
was a feature of the proceedings in the 
hearing on the will of Mrs. Bull, which 
is contested by her daughter, Mrs. Olea 
Bull Vaughn. Miss Kelley said that Mrs. 
Bull’s hands and feet sweiled to an ab- 
normal size, that her eyes bulged out, 
and that her condition generally became 
enfeebled after taking the Indian com- 
pounds. 

Miss Kelley was employed both at 
Greenacre and in Studio House, Cam- 
bridge. She first met Mrs. Bull in Septem- 
ber, 1908, when, she said, the relations 
between the violinist’s widow and her 
daughter were very affectionate. She 
told of the different people, including 
followers of the strange Hindu religion, 
who were with Mrs. Bull at Eliot and who 
passed the Winter of 1908 at Studio 
House. Among these were Dr. and Mrs. 
Rose of India, Miss Sarah J. Farmer, 
Miss Margaret Noble, Mrs. Albert H. 
Stevens, Nicola Roberta, and Swami Par- 
mananda. Many receptions were held. 
A party of boys from India was enter- 
tained in Studio House by Dr. Bose and 
his wife. 

She said she saw Miss Noble prepare 
the Indian medicine for Mrs. Bull during 
her illness, although Dr. Reid had for- 
bidden its administration. Miss Noble, 
she related, would come into the kitchen 
at noon daily and mix the medicine, 
which came in stick form, with honey. 
It turned red. She never saw it given to 
Mrs. Bull, but at one time she heard 
Mrs.” Bull complain, exclaiming: “ No 
no, I can’t take it!’ 

Miss Noble replied, Miss Kelley testi- 
fied: ** Well, you can take it by-and-by.” 

She said she saw Miss Noble with two 


kinds of medicine, one of which was @& 
dark-brown fluid. She understood both 
were Indian medicines. 

She noticed that Mrs. 
hands became swollen 
bulged out a week after 
was first administered, but 
continued to mix. the medicine.

After hearing 
Dr. RupOLPH HERING to the effect that 
the civilized method was four millions 
or *so cheaper—to say nothing of ob- 
Stacles interposed by litigious neighbors 
who think they have right against de- 
filement of the water along their shores 
—several of our New Jersey neighbors 
voted to purify their sewage, and not 
contribute to the cost of the tunnel. It 
only needs vigorous prosecution of the 
suit of New York to change such minds 
as still are wavering across the river. 

It is humiliating to add that on this 
sidg the river another sewer has been 
opened into the Hudson surreptitiously, 
and under conditions adding insult to 
the injury. The law provides for a dis- 
charge of the Bronx sewer from a mul- 
tiple outlet into water 35 feet deep and 
500 feet from shore. The work is not 
completed, but to prevent an injunction 
against the nuisance the discharge was 
begun in water twelve feet deep, and 
near a schoolhouse, at a time when the 
courts were closed. On Tuesday the 
Governor gave a hearing against the 
bill legislating these Sewer Commission- 
ers out of office, and providing for an 
investigation of their alleged misdeeds. 
In every sense the subject is repulsive, 
and there is the greatest need of a vig- 
orous public opinion punishing those 
who so offend against health and good 
neighborhood.

cupants of the car within the penalty of 
murder, however it may be as to the or- 
dinary definition. 

They may or may not have known that 
fact, but any remnant of decency would 
have compelled them to stop, to do what 
they could, if anything, for the victim of 
their recklessness and negligence, and to 
accept and bear the responsibility for 
thelr acts. People who saw the affair 
say the chauffeur increased his speed and 
made his successful attempt to escape 
arrest after his only companion, a wo- 
man, had leaned toward him and aaid 
something. This does not prove the wo- 
man the greater offender of the two, for 
she may have been protesting against 
flight, not counseling it. That theory, 
it must be confessed, is somewhat more 
charitable than plausible, for the woman's 
protest, if she made one, was evidently 
not as vigorous as it might have been, 
and she has not since taken the easy 
steps that wovld have facilitated the 
course of justice. 

The episode remains, by any tnterpreta- 
tion, one of the very worst of its evil

GITTINS RACING BILLS. 


Agricultural Expert Denounces Thelr 
Principle as Injurious to Breeders. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The danger that is lurking under cover 
of the two Gittins bills that are before 
the Legislature to undermine the present 
statutes against race track gambling ob- 
tained by Gov. Hughes, backed by the 
people of the State against a hostile Leg- 
islature, ought to be most emphatically 
put “up to” the public. Public senti- 
ment, which is emphatically In favor of 
the present wholesome statutes, should be 
aroused against the attempt through a 
bi-partisan deal in the Legislature to 
pass the Gittins bills. 

If the sport of horse racing, which large 
numbers of people enjoy, cannot be had 
without the special privilege to breeders, 
under the protection of law to filch from 
the public its money by the old and 
crooked practices that so long were a dis- 
grace upon the name of horse breeding 
at racing exhibitions, then the sport 
should be prohibited, or the owners of 
race tracks held responsible for any 
Fambling done upon them. 

Under the old law, nearly 
and hamiet fn the country had its wire 
connection with the race tracks, and 
millions of dollars were lost annually in 
betting, clerks in country banks and in 
other places, anid even officials risking 
money that was not their own to take a 
very poor chance of winning on the races. 

Horses of every class have never had so 
high value as at the present time. Not- 
withstanding automobiles have come in- 
to very general use, carriage horses, 
roadsters, and draught horses cost more 
than automobiles, yet the demand for 
them is greater than the supply. Strict- 
ly fine carriage and road horses are diffi- 
cult to supply at from $2,500 to $3,000 a 
pair, while automobiles are selling for 
$1,200 to $1,600. 

The agricultural societies throughout 
the State at their annual fairs have 
missed a great opportunity to encourage 
the breeding of the most valuable classes 
of horses by offering insignificant prizes 
for such, while big prizes have been of- 
fered for the race horses that have no 
value in farming communities outside of 
the pleasure they afford as a_ sport. 
Ninety-nine per cent. of the farmers who 
have attempted to breed racing stock have 
lost their farms, and in many instances 
have demoralized themselves and their 
sons in the attempt.

University Law School After This WIL! 


Require Three Years’ Study. 


Dean Clarence D. Ashley of the Tni- 
versity Law School has announced that 
beginning with the class entering in Sep- 
tember, the regular course for the degree 
of Bachelor of Laws will be increased 
from two to three years. This is in line 
with the recent ruling of the Court of 
Appeals increasing the requirements for 
admission to the bar. 

The movement for an increase in the 
Appeals increasing the requirements for 
admission to the bar was inaugurated by 
the Faculty of the University Law S hool 
in the Winter of 1909-10. They sent an in- 
vitation to all law school instructors in 
the State to meet in this city, and a con- 
vention was held in the Bar Association 
Building on Feb. 12 last year.

Commenting on general business oon- 
ditions throughout the country, Dun’s 
Review says:
